Motives and Influences. 

The excitement prevailing about 
the coming election Booma at fir*t 
sight somowbat extraordinary, espoou 
ally wben wo conuidor that none of 
the candidates profess other than 
liberal principles, bat if wo look bo- 
low tho surface,, as it is dopiotod by 
addresses and spooobes, we can truce 
out the roaBons for the anxiety mani- 
fested by the people to eeud tho bost 
men that can bo found, willing to 
undertake tho troublo of public life, 
to ropresent thorn in tho Council. 
Several false issues have boon raised, 
partly wo Bupposo, on account of tho 
Bupportors of Messrs Holmcken and 
Druko not having thooourago to como 
Out boldly, and state what, nro thoir 
real motives in contesting tho city. 
Wo havo heard it whisporod iu official 
quarters, and possibly tho brick walls 
of the Hudson J^ay bcu=o echo back 
tho gently uttered cry, "if wo could 
only get rid of that firebrand, thiog- 
would go on quietly." His opponotitn 
seom afraid to say woo tho firebrand 
is, but judging from the quarters from

We know very well, 
said tho gentloman to whom wo allude, 
"tbat when tho pooplo got any power 
in tho Government of tho Colony, our 
reign is over, and wo shall opposo 
Representative Institutions to tho last."

Drake and Helmclion aro not ashamed 
to procluim aloud that they aro oppoa„ 
ad to E«yj-co«nta i&btitntions.

Wreck of the Steamship Del Norte. 

Jt ia again our unpleasant duly to record 
a inariue disaster it) our waters whiuh can- 
not but bo regarded, as extremely unfortun- 
ate to all concerned. From the particulars 

' as given by Mr Turner, vVells Fargo & Co's 
agent, who was on board, it appears that 
Ho blame can atiuoh to any one. The Del 
.Norte left Nanaimo cn hur return from the 
North to Victoria, at 7 o'clock last Thursday 
morning, and made for the Porlier Pass 
channel which she entered about 9 o'clook ; 
oq entering tho Pass tbo weather was quite 
clear, but no sooner had she eutered, than a 
denee fog almost instantaneously onvolopod 
her, so that Capiuin Winsor, Dot thinking it 
prudent to proceed, and not having room to 
turn bia vessel round, commenced backing 
her on; into the Gull, and it was while at- 
tempting this that she was carried by the 
currant, notwithstanding nil efforts to keep 
her off, stern on upon Canoe reef. On 
Striking there was not much damage done 

** beyond displacing the rudder, and koockir.g 
away a portion of her falsa keel , her coal 
\v a « immediately pat forward to lighten the 
Btem, her bow anchor run out in 18 fathoms 
of water, her cables bawled taut, and in this 
coodiiioa, the lay snug and comfortable 
Until 2 o'clock tbo following morning, no 
doubt being entertained up to that time, 
that she would be got cfl all right at the en- 
suing high tide. Shortly alter that time the 
tide was quite dowD, and the vessel's stern 
left high and dry, when she suddenly took a 
sheer over on to her staiboard bilge, putting 
her forward guards under water and break- 
ing her Btem. post. In ihe meantime Copt 
YVinsor had commenced building a bulk- 
head to confine the water to tbe stern, but 
oo tbe tide rising again, it rushed through 
the bottom of the vessel, and drove the men 
; ou»i 80 'hat Dothing more could be done. 
'■■ At daylight the passengers, Mr W K Bull 

* and three children, Sargeant Barr, wife aDd 
three children, wer«*. put on shore, together 
Wjih all tbe ship's stores, provisions, lurnituie 
etc, and P er s nal luggage of the crow. Id 
the interval Capt Clarke of the Sir James 
Douglas received a message at Nauaimo tc 
repair, to tbe wreck, which bo did at once, 
. but was unable to render any material assist' 
a n oe, and brought no other passenger down 
than Mr Turner. On-ibat geutleman leaving 
the Del Norte, she was making water fast, 
the water being therj up to tho furnace doors, 
Bn d it appeurs, liora all we cun gather from 
Jilr Turner, and Oti era in a position to know, 
tha> 'he disaster will terminuie in a total loss 
of the vessol. It is only just to Captain 
Winsor to Btuie that an experienced pilot 
was on board at the time, the contrary 
having been a^eried.

I was told thut at the 
meeting last evyniug imputations wore cast 
upon my ohoraoier; I'm lold so, hneuupe I 
did not attond the meeting out of courlesy. 
When a man has a bad case the same coursi 
is usually resorted to. It was said I'm n 
Hudson Bay man — I am glad to be in the 
nervier 1 . (Hoar, hear.) They always treated 
mo well and I hope to continue ibore so long 
aB Ihey do — no doubt many amongst you 
would like to be with Ihem ton. As to tbe 
Company instructing mo lo change or form 
my opinion on ihe qn-siion of Confedera- 
tion, with which I am charged, thore iB not a 
word of truth in it ; you nil know mo long 
enough to believe me. I will ndmit I was 
was once in f'vor ot Confederation and again 
voted for . |d again I am opposed to it ; ii 
is all truij. Dr Helmcken then proceeded to 
explain bia course. At New Woaiminater 
towards the close of the first Legislative 
session by reason of the besiegi ng and bad- 
gering on all aides 1 did conaent to Bdppori 
Confederation and I did support it to tbo besi 
ijf my ability and I am lold I made tho best 
speech on the occasion. [Liughler| Gentle- 
men I felt sore — huving seen thecuuniry pre- 
viously prosporom and then nothing but ruin 
Blaring ug, the coun'ry to all intentB lost, our 
roputuiion gone, Ihe colony over head and 
ears in debt and everything forlorn and hope- 
loss, it was then I was glad to seize bold on 
anything to efliicl a obange ; I considered 
that tho Colony wunted a nurse— a wet nurse 
at that — to lake care ol her. I looked around 
to see what wub to be done to assist her, and 
knowing lull well the Canadian Goverurneni 
was anxious to get hold of the Colony, 1 
thought that to give it to them was tbo besi 
way to get out of our trouble. At thut time 
the organic act of Confederation was noi 
passed ir.J'a rcsoliiJ.CG i u ui to Hoi 

Majesty's Government to put in a oluuso to 
muke provision lor our admission. Wo pro 
ceeded on to the close of tho Session and 
came to the oouolusion that no. assent had 
been given by the people to our course and 



eo sent down tor to have a ratification meet- 
ing held at once. I confess we did wrong tor 
bad Confederation gone on, this colony to-day, 
would have been in tbe position in which Nova 
Scotia is now. (Cheers and hisses) Had we 
beon in the Confederacy we wonld bd equal, 
to the men of Nova Scotia. The next step 
nltor tho passing of the resolution, and in 
cooler moments, I began lo think whether 
we bad not done wrong. Next session I 
came to the conolusion that we bad done 
wrong— then I altered my views and boldly 
oppo8"d Confederation and I intend to do 
so hereafter. (Applause mingled with marks 
of dissent) I have Dot done any more thun 
others would do in altering my opinion and I 
hnd the bouosiy to confess it, and 1 claim an 
honor for being one ot the first to withdraw 
from the opinion I held then. Remarks 
were next directed against the Confederate 
Lwgue. The Bpeaktr said — If the peoplo 
have a want let them combine and get what 
they want. If I had had time, I would have 
been present to oppose the aotioos of the 
League mee'ing. Furiher oo, what is termed 
it Convention is called, not ono of tboae 
motnbers attending that Convention, were 
selected or elected by tbe people of this city, 
[Applause] From other places persons weni 
also in tho sumo manner. You know ivho 
tbo Oonfoderuto League is. Tbe Conloderaie 
League took up everything in his pocket. 
Amongst the proposed matters was ono to 
t-eod delegates to difi'eront places to Bell this 
country [Hear, hear and applause] On that 
I began lo move to frustrate their endeavors. 
Nuy, more, laeut a oopyofa resolution to the 
Convention und that a puper was circulating 
throughout ihe city repudiating tbe actions of 
ihat Convention, aud that it was signed by 
over 250 names; what became of that paper, 
perhaps the Chairman of tbo Convention can 
tell youi It was that very questions which 
brought me out now, till then I bad in- 
tended to retire from politics having bad a 
dozen years— I believed 1 bad enough. They 
tell me my opponent kickod Confederation 
to the devil, and that they do not intend to 
Tight on that platlorni ; I intend lo fight on 
that ground. What did the Convention do? 
it takes upon itself to sell the island ta Con- 
ado for §400 000, form nn Executive Commit- 
tee and send an address to tho Queen, and 
one to the Governor Geoeral of Canada urging 
Coulederation; they had the audacity to 
prepare an address to send to the Governor 
General of Canada— if that is not usurping 
tbe rights of tbe Government, I don't know 
what is. Gentlemen, continued tbe Bpeaker, I 
saw it my duly to come forward now — I'm 
certa n no one here would like to see tbe 
ColoDy sold for $140,000. I don't think the 
Canadian Government perfectly innocent 
either, whether iu ignorance or connivance 
therewith, I'm not prepared to any, but it 
looks uncommonly su-picious that the na- 
dian Government held coramunicaiion with 
the peoplo of the Convention. I say again 
ihose peoplo bad no authority for their course, 
aud they did contrary to your wisheB. I'm told 
tbey say Confederation huB nothing to do with 
ihom now aud that tho matter is dropped, 
tne uewspapers dropped it when ihey found 
it would not to any longer ; it is what I call 
a sneik. On tbo question of retrenchment 
you are usked to give your vole, but it elect- 
ed, tbe question ol Confederation would be 
brought up again — it's a common trick. 
Wbut is Confederation so far as the people 
o.i the East of ibe Rooky Mountains is con- 
cerned ; ibe object was to conduct the Guv- 
er mt Dt ut u aumller expense tnun formerly. 
Some huve m t found it ao. How would ii 
suit this Colony ? — Not at all, bully from 
another, cheers and hi«ses. — Canada is more 
Ibun 2000 miles away Irnm us, ihere'ore to 
conned with her you might as well ju?t think 
,.t connecting the Colony with Australia. 
The condition ot Canada is vastly different 
from ours, and the tariff of Canada would 
ruin thi^ Colony. Had I voted for Conledera- 
uon I would have voted for the ruin ol num- 
bers ol the people in ihe Colony. Free trade 
was only done away with two or three years 
since. The speaker sta'.ed to tbe effect thai, a 
stale of uft.iirs would ensue which would be 
very unsuitable to our farmers, who were 
now prosperous and contented — before dig 
jonsolate, unhappy and miserable. Tho 
Citizens threw uw.uy their trump card when 
ihey lost Free Trs le.

I have been 
taunted with being an untried man — in 
politics perhaps I may be so — but I believe 
I am pretty well known to most of you.

1 
bavo to work for my living like tho rest of 
you, and I am glad to do the business 
of the Hudson Bay Co and of the 
Government, their money is as good as other 
pa, pie's.— Cheers —Did Mr DeCosmos re- 
luse tho Government printing when be 
carried on his newspaper? I hive never 
allowed politics to inierleie with business, 
but I would never sacrifice my principles for 
ihe sake ol business or gain. 1 havo oom« 
lorward iu compliance wilh ibe wish ex- 
pressed in a very numerously sig D ed requisi- 
tioo, on Don-Conlederution prii ciples, I am 
proud to come before you on such a nquiiti- 
uon. 1 have told you in my address what 
aio my opinions on the leading topics of the 
day. I shall not change or go back from 
those opinions. I am not like Mr DoCosmos, 
who sayB that ho never changes. I would 
like 10 ask what this gentleman has done for 
us, or I might ask wbat injury Iir« he not 
inflicted upon us. We are suffering at 
present from the eflecis o! bia public acts 
Ten years ago we were quietly progressing 
wilh a simple and economic form ol Govern- 
ment. Mr DeCosmos, who islike tho bub- 
bles on the top ol the kettle, and must enme 
to llie lop, cannot let things ulone, he agitates 
until be separates ihe t • o Colonies and ob- 
lainsifor us two Governors in tbe place ot 
Sir Jaraeb Douglas.

— But be is noi 
satisfied wilh lhat, he wants, no doubt, to 
uome out as Lieutenant Governor. Another 
point which I will meulioD is this, it is 
alleged tiat it is u Government move to give 
ibe Coloty universal suffrage at this pariicii- 
lar limo, in urder lo secure the Govern- 
ment void, aud many of ihe foreigners

I am an out an out Radical, I suppose I am 
pretty nearly a Republican, but neverlhelosi 
I havo no deBire to soo the British Cnuatitu 
lion infriogsd upon in any way. There ia ono 
thing that v?e have beon told wa shall gain 
by Confederation— that is, Retrenchment in 
our ptiblio service. 1 (,'a not see bow 
Confederation is to bri;;,{ this. [Cheers.] 
If we put our ehouldirs to the wheal 
aod combine together, i fanve no doubt 
we^ahall bo able to reduce our expeusiB, 
1 abould begin with tbe Governor; i would 
cut him down to £2000: it is no uso to cut 
down clerks' salaries, wo must ceutraliie offi- 
ces and amalgamate the himds of departments 
— Cheers— I am of opinion that by judicious 
reduction, we may out down the expenses of 
theGovernnjent by $50,000 a year. I advocated 
a change in the system of taking bonds ou the 
export of goods— tho present custom is to 
compel tho exporter io enter into a bond that 
tbe goods shall bo lauded at the port to which 
luej are shipped, and a receipt ol such land- 
ing by sorxio official, shall be returned to tho 
Custom House, f consider this course oppres- 
sive ; it ought to be sufficient to take bonds 
lhat the goods aro not landed in tho Colony. 
The result ii a restriction on trade; for why 
should our Collector of Customs constituio 
Himself th« protector ol'foroign revenue? On 
the subject of drawbacks I am in favor of the 
adoption of the avs'em here, compelling the 
exporter to pay a trifling percentage on all 
goods resold in order to pay for tbo additional 
work required. With regard to tho quesiiou 
of Education, I desire to Beo it perfectly free, 
f will give my support to any measure which 
will tend to provide a sound and free educa- 
tor tho peoplo; let ns give to our Public 
Schools, to our Roads and to our Public 
Works, what money wo can save by reducing 
the expenso of our Government. Wo mnat by 
all means reduce our civil list so at to bring 
it down to a reasonable and cheap form of 
Government, t think I h*.Ye nuw touched 
upon most subjects ; f trust you will excuso 
my shortcomings, as this is almoBt tho first 
occasion upon wbich 1 bavo addressed a largo 
public meeting upon political subjects. Mr 
Drake sat down amidst great npplauso. 

Tn a few moments Mr Drake again advanced 
lo the front with a slip of papor in his hand, 
and said ; A paper has just been put into my 
hand in which it is stated that I am in favor 
of increasing tho salary of tho Judiciary. This 
is utterly untrue. 1 am not iu favor of in- 
creasing the salary of tbo Judiciary, I would 
rather reduce it. 1 am in favor of consolidat- 
ing tho courts and thereby economising tho 
establishment, and any person circulating 
such a paper as this, is circulating an untruth, 
— Cheers. 

Mr Burnaby then made a few remarks, and 
said: Dr Holmckou and Mr Drako have so 
clearly Btated their views that it is unneces- 
sary for me to enlarge upon them: One point 
however I will uotico ; lor tho last eight yearB 
I bave been a consistent political opponent of 
Mr DeCosmos ; I have watched him in tho 
management of bia paper, and us your repre- 
sentative he was tbe means of upsetting tbe 
Douglas Government and dividing the Col- 
onies. I loughl him again oo the Free Port 
and on unconditional Union ; he bound 
you hand and foet, und bas no right to refer 
lo what be did for yon. With regard to tbe 
foreign voters, tbe Governor is in a position 
of a despot; be rules as far as ha can do it 
in accordanco with tho wishes of tho people. 
The noise in tbo llouso called forth by this 
paradox prevented U8 hearing how the speaker 
got out of tbo Btorm ho created. [Rep.]
